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A Note to Our Users About Copyright 

Hello and welcome to the Basic e-Learning Library for the Open Learning Exchange . At 
OLE, we believe that "quality education can be achieved around the world through 
action-based learning, rich educational and open source content and affordable-effective 
technologies," (OLE, 2013). Part of the way we achieve this goal is by making available 
a large quantity of books, videos and other media in our BeLL so that they can be used as 
tools for learning throughout the world. 

Much of our content falls under Creative Commons , a type of copyright that allows 
writers and creators the right "to give the public permission to share and use [their] 
creative work," (Creative Commons, 2013). We also use material available under Public 
Domain . 

For resources in OLE's BeLL system covered under traditional U.S. copyright law, their 
use is controlled by the law's Fair Use provision. Below is a statement of OLE's policy 
with regard to such materials. 

As a 501(c)(3) non-profit, the purpose of our BeLL is simply to educate. We are posting 
the information here with the expectation that it will be used to educate, and support the 
education of, children and youth - especially those living in low- income countries. We do 
not attempt to interfere with any parties' ability to make a profit from their work and 
likewise do not intend to make a profit from any parties' copyrighted material without 
explicit written permission in advance. As does OLE's partner, The Internet Archive, we 
"respect the intellectual property rights and other proprietary rights of others," (IA, 
2001).
